Team Inspects 
ERMA Here 


A team of General rlectric Co 
researchers has arrived at Stan 
ford Research Institute, to in- 
spect electronic machinery devel- 
oped here to aid the banking pro- 
fession, with an eye to learning 
how to manufacture the devices 
commercially. 

About 15 scienists and enginecrs 
are now in Menlo Park, and are 
negotiating for spaces at SRI. 
They will undertake studies of 
SRI’s “ERMA” computer machine, 
developed for the Bank of Amer: 
ica, in order to learn how to build 


in. banks elsewhere. 

The first prototype ERMA unit 
was built here last year. It covers 
some 4100 suare feet. 

Officers of GE noted engi: 
neering work at the local labora: 
tory will be initially devoted 
entirely to the development of 
the Electronic Recording Ma- 
chaine Accounting (ERMA) 
data processing system. It was 

‘originally developed by SRI. 

" Under an agreement announced 
in April, GE will refine and man- 
ufacture the machines. Each such 
machine will perform daily book- 
keeping tasks for 55,000 commer- 
cial checking accounts. 

Machinery manufactured by GE 
will be different from SRI’s proto- 
type in many respects, according 
to, company officers. For example 
where possible, transistors will re- 
place some of the 8200 vacuum 
tubes and other steps will be 
taken to lower bulk and weight of 
the installation. 

When ready, manufacture of the 
machines will be undertaken at 
the Syracuse, New York, GE 
plant.
